U of M Editor Attacked 
On Controversial Article 

Another Quebec student editor came under fire last week, condemned both by 
his students' council and a public petition, 
of the 



Jacques Guay, editor 
U. of M's Le Quartier Lattn, 
was charged by his students 
council with publishing a letter 
attacking the clergy's attitude to- 
ward education. Dr. Jules Pou- 
pard, of St. Charles Borromée 
Hospital, in addition, condemned 
him on the grounds that articles 
in the paper were dangerous to 
the faith. 

President of the AGEM, Jean 
Rochon, later said that the mo- 
tion of blame was not based on 
the petition now circulating in 
Montreal. Thus far the docu- 
ment has gathered 225 sign-' 
atures. Dr. Poupard was asked 
by Guay it he was circulating 
the petition but the doctor de- 
nied it. Guay, however, said that 
the doctor was asking people to 
sign it.

ter to the editor signed Michel 
Brule published on page two of 
the October 27 issue was passed 
25 to S in a secret ballot to the 
charge that he had published a 
letter and cartoon in a space 
"normally reserved for the edi- 
torial". Guay told the council 
that he had printed the letter on 
tha editorial page, "simply to 
solve a problem of layout and 
with no malice aforethought." 

The article in question was a 
long letter reflecting on the at- 
titude of the clergy toward edu- 
cation. It considered the famous 
"Dora" of Le Carabin, and the 
case of the student in the Mon- 
treal Normal School who was 
expelled recently for eating 
meat on Friday. The article 
stated that the student had caus- 
ed trouble- previously; had worn 
a beard; had drifted away from 
daily .Mass; had asked to read 
books on the Index, and was 
thought by some to be keeping 
a mistress. 

CARTOON 

The cartoon in question de- 
picts Mgr. Garneau of Laval — 
with a hole in his head — prac- 
ticing chopping off students 
heads by decapitating scare- 
crows. 

Commenting today on Dr. Pou- 
pard's accusations Guay said: 
"It seems to me that some well- 
intentioned, people have misun- 



derstood the sense of an open 
letter- and have started a war 
against fantasies that they them- 
selves conceived. I thought the 
age of McCarthyism and witch- 
hunting had passed.

How- 
ever McGill is a cosmopolitan 
university, and its Ukrainian stu- 
dents have an even greater re- 
sponsibility to spread this know- 
ledge amongst all the other na- 
tions of the world." 

DISTINCTIVE CHARACTER 

"Now more than ever it is 
vitally important to present to 
the Canadian. public evidences of 
the distinctive character of Ukrai- 
nian culture in order to further 
clarify the impression of an in- 
dependent people who are not 
'Little Russians'." 

With these words, Mr. Dan- 
chyshyn officially opened the 
eighth annual Ukrainian Week at 
McGill. The Ukrainian Club, one 
of the most active national clubs 
on campus, is the onlv one to 
annually present a "Week". It 
has about 50 members. 

"The underlying aim of Ukrai- 
nian Week is to show to Cana- 
dians that we are a distinct 
people, and not part of Russia," 
said Roman Karpishka, President 
of the Club. To this end, the 
Club has arranged an exhibit of 
typical Ukrainian handicrafts, 
which is open in the Walter M. 
Stewart Room until Wednesday 
night, a piano recital by Boris 
Maximovitch on Thursday at 8:30 
pm in Redpath Hall,- and an In- 
ternational, S'tudents Panel Dis- 
cussion, Thursday noon. The 
week's activities will be climaxed 
by a Ball, Saturday night. 

CO • ORDINATOR 

At the exhibit, which is open 
free to the public, there are some 
very intricate examples of hand- 
made goods, including painted 
Easier eggs, pillowcases, table- 
cloths, and candelabra.. There 
arc also about 30 paintings, va- 
lued at S7000, by UkranoCana- 
d!ans. including some by . Luba 
Genush, a recent graduate of 
McGill, who has had her paint- 
ings exhibited at the Montreal 
Museum of Fine Arts.

Of these, he said, approximately 
25.000 are in Montreal. 

The Committee tries to pr*- 
sent .the Ukranian viewpoint to 
the Canadian people, and also 
supervises relations with provin- 
cial governments. It is a branch 
of an even larger organization in 
the United States.

Russia Produces More Communists 
Than The West Breeds Democrats 

LENNOXVILLE, QUE. NOV. 14 (CUP) — Russia's educational system may 1» 
more effective in producing communists than the Western countries are in developing 
democrats, claimed Dr. Ogden Glass, new principal of Bishop's University in his 
inaugural address last week. . v 



Basing his view upon a tour of 
Russia he made last spring, Dr. 
Glass warned that the spirit of 
communism, ".like a mighty 
yeast", is instilled In Russian 
youth in early childhood. 

He declared that Russian edu- 
cation is so effective in train: 
ing communists that only "the 
most robust individuals" can re- 
sist being moulded completely by 

Our educational system must in- 
clude a consideration of the funda- 
mental beliefs on which it is based, 
Dr. Glass suggested. 
Ha concluded- by maintaining. 



that the virtues of our education 
be strengthened, and its faults era- 
dicated, in order to enable all 
peoples of the earth to share "the 
good things of this world". 

The installation of Dr. Glass 
marks the first time a graduate of 
Bishop's has become principal and 
vice-chancellor of the university. 
After, graduating from Bishop's 
College School and Bishop's Uni- 
versity, he attended Oxford as a 
Rhodes scholar and there received 
his B.A. and M. A. Dr. Glass serv- 
ed as headmaster at BCS before 
coming to Bishop's In his present 
capacity. 



Four honorary degrees were con- 
ferred at the convocation : along 
with Dr. Glass, G. M. Stearns, 
M.P., a trustee of Bishop's Uni- 
versity, who was praised by Dr. 
Jcfferis for his unheralded private 
generosity to Bishop's: the Honou- 
rable Mr. Justice William Mitchell, 
a "loyal alumnus and lifelong 
friend" of Bishop's University; 
and A. W. Preston. Professor of 
Classics at Bishop's, a great tea- 
cher who, said Dr. Glass, has gi- 
ven without stint to himself, re- 
ceived the degree of Doctor of Ci- 
vil Law, honoris causa.

City Auctioneers Use 
Skills And Fast Talk

An auctioneer is — in the classical sense — a person who sells at a 
public sale goods for another person on commission or for a' recompense to 
the highest bidder on the spot. 

"Mock auctioneers" appear to do just this, but they follow such a clever and 
deceptive system in the process that customers time and again are induced to part 
with their money in return for articles which are worthless to them and which they 
never*intended to buy. 

Each "mock auction" may 
vary in its outward appearances 
from other ones, but the under- 
lying confidence system is al- 
ways the same. 

A "mock auction" begins with 
the spieler — in each case a co- 
lorful, fast-talking carnival bark- 
er — walking back and forth 
along a raised platform in a long, 
narrow store with a microphone 
' around his neck. 



He speaks into the microphone 
-which has a speaker outside the 
shop and induces people to enter 
with words like, "Come on in 
and get your free gifts." He then 
starts literally to throw such 
items as' toothbrushes, combs, 
shoelaces, lighters and pencils 
towards the door and to the per- 
sons already beginning to gather 
in the shop. 

As the crowd increase, the 
spieler tells them he is about to 
conduct "an old-fashioned auc- 
tion sale. Everything must be 
sold," he rasps. "Stick around 
and you will all .get bargains." 

The first part of the system has 
the spieler trying to develop, a 
"set" among the curious cus- 
tomers — the potential suckers. 
. A "set" is - achieved when the 
auctioneer feels he has the con- 
fidence of the customers ond they 
are ready to buy. 

"Here is how we operate", he 
spiels. "I'll auction off this pen 
and pencil set first to show you 
how easy it is." He then calls' 
for n few bids — purposely keep- 
ing them low — and then says 
sold to some man who has bid, 
lor example $2.00 

"Are you happy to pay $2.00 
for this set? You are? What will 
you say if I give it to you for 
less?... Thank you?... That's 
light 1" 



He then gives the man both the holding up a small wrapped pac- 



pen and pencil set and his money 
back — "because you trusted me." 

The audience, convinced they 
will get their money back begin 
to bid more freely as the spieler 
continues to auction off cheap 
individual items. 

If the people are slow in show- 
ing Interest, the auctioneers have 
no qualms about hurling insults 
at them and ridiculing them in 
hopes of embarrassing them into 
bidding or forcing them to leave 
and make room for a more likely 
sucker. '

"Stay around folks, because 
I'm going to favor you with the 
really good deals", is the next 
pitch. The spieler proceeds to set 
out wrist watches, transistor ra- 
dios, sewing machines, lamps and 
sets of cutlery on the counter. . 

"I am going to sell these valua- 
ble articles to you in an advertis- 
ing sale at unbelievable prices. 
"See this beautiful sewing ma- 
chine? It is Canadian-made by 
Canadian labor and is worth $250. 
I'll let it go to the highest bidder 
for $1.00. , . 

The spiel speeds up at this 
point and the fascinated audience 
loses track of exactly what is 
going on. "I don't know what hap- 
pened, I did not understand him, 
I'm sure sorry I went in there 
sobbed one poor woman us she 
left a Montreal "mock auction" 
recently. 

When all the good-looking ar- 
ticles are on display, the spieler 
makes one last move to develop 
"set". "Who will hid me $2.00 



kage. 

"I need 12 people to bid me 
$2.00 each for a box, so I can 
favor them with the big bargains". 
The suckers fall into the trap, 
hand over $2.00 each, and the 
auctioneer places the $24 under 
the boxes saying he'll hand the 
boxes over after the sale. "Okay", 
now we are ready", he says, 

Not willing to leave their $2.00 
behind, the customers remain in 
the bidding. In order to keep 
them interested, the spieler inter 
sperses giveways with sales as 
the "mock auction" draws to a 
climax. He also jokes constantly 
with the audience. 

As the bidding gets higher — 
forced up by the bids of hired 
shills — the auctioneer does not 
return the money as the bidders 
expect He rather places it under 
the article bid on, saying, "I'm 
not finished with you yet. But 
in the meantime are you satis- 
fied that you will get this art i 
cle and. nothing else for thé price 
you have bid ?" The bidders, who 
have heard this before, join in 
the Joke; "Yes", they chorus. 

At the end of the sale the 
mood of the auctioneer changes, 
He passes out the articles and 
keeps the money. To appease the 
bidders he adds numerous cheap 
gifts to their purchase. 

If .people remain behind to 
complain, strong-arm men help 
the auctioneer clear the store. 
"Come-on, clear out. The sale is 
over and the store is closed", 
they snarl. 

Moments later several of the 
bidders return by the back door, 
return their merchandise and .get 
their money back. But these are 
not the suckers, they are shills 
employed by the "Mock Auctions" 
to bid high and encourage the

In theolo- 
gical terms, he saw that he was 
a sinner and that he had fallen 
short of what God expected of 
him (the Ideal), and he became 
aware of his .need for a saviour. 
It is central to the Christian 
faith that In Jesus Christ God 
himself provides a Saviour... 

But now I shall be accused 
of trying to convert people, and 
this is the one thing that should 
not be donc on a university 
campus. My more immediate 
aim, however, is to point out to 
Mr Dawson that religion is more 
than an Ideal or set of ideals . . .

It seems necessary 
that a committee be organized 
representing the various groups 
hoping to utilize the property, 
which would co-ordinate research 
and recreational activities.

"With this volume the McGill Annual makes its 
second appearance; and the success with which this 
one meets will, most probably, decide whether the 
publication of similar books in succeeding years will 
be undertaken or not." With these words the Editors 
of Old McGill for 1897-1898 introduced their publica- 
tion. 

Today, as the sixty-fourth volume of Old McGill 
is being prepared, little need be' said about the suc- 
cess of volume two, or of those following. Since the 
appearance of volume one, the opening page of which 
is reproduced along .with this article, the students of 
McGill have been portrayed annually for sixty-four 
consecutive years in their book. • 

In the preface of the first edition, the editors 
- strongly recommended that the book never become an 
annual publication, but rather be reserved for every 
second year. Fortunately, the advice had little effect, 
and Old McGill went on to become the respected and 
so eagerly anticipated publication that it is today. 

The purpose of yearbooks, and of Old McGill, re- 
mains the same today as in the distant past, that of 
presenting a complete history of the school year, by 
recording activities and interpreting the. spirit of the 
school and its students by way of the fascinating me- 
dium of the lasting printed word, and today, especially 
the photograph. 

Old McGill '61 will be a continuation "of all the 
traditions that Tiaye given its predecessors their last- 
ing value and respect; 



A Living 

This spring Old McGill 
marks its 64th year of pu- 
blication, and this year the 
140th graduating class of 
McGill University pas se 8 
from McGill's ivy-covered 
walls to the world outside. 

Much has happened since Mc- 
Gill, an estate of forty-six acres, 
received its Charter in 1821. 
Countless wars have been fought 
— among them 2 bloody world 
wars — Montreal has risen from 
a small town of less than fifteen 
thousand inhabitants to become 
a bustling metropolis of over 
a million and a half, and McGill 
itself increased its enrollment 
from 20 students to eightj^ou- 
sand. 

Dynamic History 

From its inception in 1897. 
Old McGill has represented the 
flavour of these times; and has, 
in fact recorded the dynamic his- 
tory of McGill's development to 
its present status. Countless gra- 
duates pictured on its pages have 
risen to worldwide recognition in 
pursuits as widely differentiated 
as bridge (Charles Goren), medi- 
cine (William Osier) and finance 
(E. P. Taylor). 

Victorian 

As we flip through the pages 
of the Annuals of the turn of the 
century, for instance, we picture 
a McGill steeped deep in Victo- 



Yearbooks : Then and Now 



The college yearbook of 
today h a far cry from the 
first printed student publi- 
cation on this continent, the 
Littemry Journal of the 
Boston Latin School, dated 
May 9, 1829. 

In subsequent years, the lite- 
rary magazine gradually deve- 
loped into a yearbook as various 
colleges exchanged their senior 
pictures, although the earliest 
annuals of the 1880s consisted 
mainly of literary material with 
■mall photographs of the senior 
rlatsmen. 

The literary influence continu- 
ed to predominate. Elaborate 
class wills, prophecies, original 
poetry, quotations and frequent 
references to great literature 
were the backbone of the publi- 
cations. Photographs, which took 
a back seat to copy, were largely 
uncropped formal groups. 

Bv 1925, the generally used 
organizational pattern of today 



was definitely established. Near- 
ly every yearbook contained sec- 
tions devoted to the faculty, se- 
niors, upperclassmen, and sports. 
Special division pages separated 
the sections. In an effort to achie- 
ve variety, staffs included great 
quantities of art work and elabo- 
rate decorative, borders, often of 
floral designs run in colour, the 
effect being somewhat similar to 
wallpaper. 

Photography 

Photography achieved its do- 
minant place in the year book in 
the mid 1930s. Snapshot pages 
which had become a fixture in 
most vear books were supple- 
mented by more candid shots in 
organizations, sports, arid senior 
sections. 

In an effort to unify the con- 
tent of the book and to achieve 
originality, the "theme craze" in 
which overdeveloped structural 
patterns crowded life from the 
pages was rampant. Building 
their books around elaborate

At this time 
several of Old McGill 'til's editors 
will be present to answer any 
questions about this year's publi- 
cation. 



plans, staffs often forced year- - 
book content into tortured paths 
which had little relation to the 
school story, all in the name, of 
theme development. 

Within recent years, simplicity 
of design has replaced the exces- 
sive use of art work, gaudy col- 
our, and unnatural theme treat- 
ment. Emphasis is placed on the 
essentials of the history of one 
school year and less on the 
frills which fade into insignific- - 
ance with the passage or time. - 
More care in planning and grea- 
ter consideration of functional 
design have produced sounder, 
more readable yearbooks. 

McGill 

McGill's first Annual was a 
hard-cover, -8" x 10" volume, 
containing 100 pages of cartoons 
and formal pictures. During the 
next twenty years, Old McGill 
shrank to a 71* by 9" format, 
before reaching its present 8\t" 
by 11" size, including nearly 400 
pages. 

The photographs and biogra- 
phies of 1300 graduates will form 
a large portion of the book, and 
for the first time, this graduate 
section will be highlighted with 
special colour pictures of major 
campus buildings. A helicopter 
was used to obtain aerial shots 
of the campus and of Molson 
Stadium. 

The cover for Old McGill .'61 
will be manufactured in San An- 
tonio, Texas, but the book will 
be printed in Canada by Cana- 
dian Student Yearbooks Ltd. of 
Ttidgetown, Ontario. Coronet Stu- 
dio will do all professional photo- 
graphy, including graduate pho- 
tos, society executives' and team 
photos. Candid photography is 
completely supplied by student 
photographers. 

For the past three years, the 
Annual has operated on a balan 

. ced budget of approximately 
$16;000. Higher printing cfosts in 
the past, resulting in a deficit 
budget, were due to the fact that 
the printers patronized were not 
specifically, set up for yearbook

Expansion 

During the latter half of the 
nineteenth century, McGill, as 
we learn from the Annual, has- 
expanded ' tremendously due to 
the untiring efforts of Principal 
William Dawson. The Arts Buil- 
ding is repaired, the old Medical 
Building is constructed, an the 
Peter Redpath Museum is opened. 
The Macdonald Engineering and 
the Macdonald Physics Building 
are built and Lord Strathcona is 
held in highest esteem by the 
entire male fraternity for his 
. generous endowment permitting 
_jï£men to enter the Arts Faculty 
of the University. 

This drastic change of face 
eft the University from an estate 
of open fields and scattered farm- 
houses to a college campus is 
still more apparent with the be- 
ginning of the twentieth century. 
But suddenly in the fall of 1004 • 
the Conservatorium of Music and 
the Medical Building are destroy- 
ed by fire and must be rebuilt. 



Of particular interest to this 
writer, however are the many 
and varied people making their 
appearance on the pages of Old 
McGill: Lord Rutherford in 1011 
doing some of his famous experi- 
ments in the Physics building; 
Sir Arthur Currie beginning his 
long principalship of the Univer- 
sity in 1020; Charles Moyse, 
Frank Sbaiigncssy, Percival Mol- 
son and countless others, all in • 
their separate fields of endea- 
vour. 

In 1924 Sidney Pierce, Inter the 
Canadian Deputy High Commissio- 
ner to London produces the Red 
and White Revue, and in the for- 
ties Lionel Shapiro, famous Cana- 
dian novelist is Sports Editor of 
the "Daily", while Stephen Un- 
cock is lecturing at McGill. 



Activities 

The inauguration of McGill's 
many and varied activities is also 
recorded on these pages. The year 
1898 marks the foundation of the 
McGill Historical Society.Mhe Uni- 
versity's oldest club; and in 1900 
the "McGill Theatre Night", fore- 
runner of the annual Red and Whi- 



te Revue opens its doors to the 
public at His Majesty's Theatre. 
Students have no part in the pro- 
duction, however, guest artists 
being invited to stage a play for 
the benefit of the students and 
their friends. 1902 marks McGill's 
first intercollegiate football cham- 
pionship. In 1908-9 the McGill Stu- 
dents* Union is opened, constructed 
to comfortably house the 700 stu- 
dents of the time, and 1911 sees 
the birth. of the illustrious (some- 
times notorious) "McGill Dally". 
In 1934 the Plumbers' Ball conies 
inlo existence. 

College Spirit 

College spirit in its various 
phases is effectively indicated, 
we sec the jubilant supporters 
during successful football sea- 
son and the rollicking McGillians 
in the crazy gétups of the day at 
college dances. Of course the 
changing feminine style are al- 
ways of interest — the flappers 
of the Roaring Twenties, the 
kneelength dresses of the Thir- 
ties, and the various intermedia- 
te lengths, of subsequent years. 

Perhaps most deeply moving 
of the spirit of the University 
was the wholehearted war effort 
by McGill students. In the first 
World War, 2550 McGill enlisted, 
341 were killed, and 382 receiv- 
ed decorations of honours. In 
1043, in addition to the many 
on active duty, five hundred 
students relieved the shortage of 
farm- labour by spending three 
weeks helping out in the Mani- 
toba wheat fields. 

1961 

With such a fascinating histo- 
ry behind it does ihe 1001 édi- 
tion of Old McGill enter publica- 
tion this year. Already events 
have' taken place that will hold

And 
who knows of the 1300 gowned 
graduates represented in the 
1061 edition whether one will 
emerge a distinguished persona- 
ge of worldwide importance ?
